CHINESE SEAMEN APPROACH

Mr. Shew Chung-man, tho Chair- 
man of the 'Chincse Seamen's As- 
Union, sends tho following 
letter for publication, which, he says, 
has been forwarded to tho various 


“On account of tho frequent occur- 
rence of piracies to steamors, it is 
understood that Ictters have been sent 
by the Government to various organi- 
antions for dovices to prevent their 
reoccurrence and to arrest tho pira 
in order that they may bo practically 
suppressed, is matter has also 
been, put before a meeting of. the 
Gonéral Chamber of Commerce, and 
wo think a full regulation has been 
made out for this purpose. . 

Our object of establishing tho 
present Union fs to co-operate labour 
and capital. It is 4 great danger to 


case a piracy occurs, ‘and on no oc- 
casion should tho latter fold up their 
hands and: do nothing. But as we 
understand that tho Prevention 
'Piracios Ordinance docs not provide: 
any compensation to our seamen, wo 
beg to enquire if there is such a pro- 
vision in your Company's regulations. 

In tho interests of both partics we 
beg to submit that the number of sea-
